plainer, but protefted as fhe hop to be fav'd, fhou d 
any body expofe her in Print, fhe’d by the death of “em, 
The Major Part of the World, who are the Jnfgids, 
may term a Paper of this kind, Scurrilos, Scanaalous, 
and Falfe, talk of 1t with all imaginable Liberty, and 
affirm, that the athor has been Drubb’d, who perhaps
